Tho shrinkage of France, which is ono 
of the salient facts in the history of modern 
Europo, shows no sign of stopping, Tor 
the Iast ten years and moro, French 
publicists ond journalists have been de- 
ploring the imminent depopulation of their 
ebuntry. Endless measures to arrost it 
have boen suggested, ank-gome—notably
